In May lost, the Hong , Kong

for reconsideration of the Ordin- 
anee with a view to amendment 
in material and important aspects 
which they elatmed vitally alfect- 
ed not only themselves, but the 
local profession ‘of dentistry gen- 
erally and the dental health of the 
Colony, 

The Assoclation submitted that 
recognition of qualitled dentists of 
the Colony os 4’ professional body 
with definite standards and res- 
ponsibilitles as a profession was 
intended by the Dentistry Ordin- 
ance of 1914, 

"We believe,’ stated ‘the petition, 
"that the objects of that Ordinance Ine 
cluded ‘the protectlun of the public 
agalnst the practice of dentistry by In- 
competent and unqualified persons,’ 

-TThis Ordinanece-turther chabled Cer. 
itcates of Exemption to be granted to 
certain persons who, by long practice, 
haye acquired ‘sultable efficiency’ In 
the subject ‘without definite academic 
degree.’ In addition, the status of 
‘exemption’ was reserved for hotders 
of non-Dritish degrees who applied to 
practice here after a certain Mmiting 
date,
